To this "Aliquis" replied, 
that -within the past ten years license had 
been lwice» granted for the purpose of 
selling liquor in this. town, and that sev- 
eral others, within tho time mentioned, 
had sold and drank the accursed stuff to 
their satisfaction. This ahell exploded 
when it struck their linos, and hence this 
last report ot the wounded, as seen in 
your paper, the same having been first 
sent to the Brodhead Independent, but 
wisely refused a place.

Deodorized alcoliol 


is poured on the grease, and a gentle 
heat is applied. The perfume leaves 
the grease and goes over to the alcohol, 
which is poured ofl\ 
It is then a very 


easy matter to dilute or concentrate the 
perfume. 
One of the best methods of 


obtaining perfumes is by the use of 
frrease. Tho process is called maceration. 
The best fat employed is marrow,wlm-li 
is melted in a water bath and strained. 
While it is still warm the flowers are 
thrown in aud left to digest for several 
hours. 
They are then taken out and 


fresh ones are placed in tho grease. 
This is continued for several days. .1 lie 
grease and perfume are then separated 
Sy the use of alcohol. 
Beef marrow is 


not the only substance used in extract- 
ing the odors from the flowers. Inodor- 
ous oils are also used, especially refined 
oil, which is more extensively employed 
in the south of Europe. The process 
used for delicate plauls.sueh as jasmine, 
tuberose and cassia, which will pot al- 
low the use of heat, is on the principle 
of absorption. 
A layer of purilied lard 


and such mixture is spread on the glass 
bottom of a square wooden box, ami 
upon this Ireihly gathered llowers are 
spread every morning as long as the 
flower is in bloom. The boxes are kept 
shut, and the grease soon acquires a 
verv 
strong 
odor. 
In 
saturating

fume scented grease should contain 
would have to be made.

Chemical tests

o-rease was scented according to the 
standard, and every pot of pomade and
